The plan to form a national associa- 
tion of milk producers, which is expect- 
ed eventually to embrace every dairy 
farm in the United States, was formal- 
ly launched at the annual convention of 
the Milk Producers Protective associa- 
tion Monday, when a committee of five 
was appointed to draw upa conatitution 
andby-lawa and nominate officers for 
such organization. 

Three hundred delegates, represent- 
inR 3,500 milk producers in and around 
Chicago took part in the meeting, be- 
sides visiting deleeates from Boston, 
Milwaukee, Madison, Troy, and other 
cities. The convention was held in the 
Central Y. M. C. A. hall. 

B. H. Raw], head of the dairy division 
of the Bepartment of Agriculture, 
came from Washington as a special 
representative of Secretary Wilson. 
He was accompanied by G. M. Whit- 
taker, who is chief of the market milk 
section of Mr. Rawl's division. 

E. J. Fallows of Kane county, Illinois 
was elected President of the Association 
to succeed J. P. Mason. Jphn Druel 
was elected vice president from Indi- 
ana, C. E. Williams of Genoa Junction, 
vice president from Wiscontiin and 
Ralph Chittenden of Gumee, vice pres- 
ident from Illinois. J. P. Grier, was 
xe-elected secretary and J. F. Martin 
was also re-elected to the ofiice of treas- 
urer. 

'•The milk dealer has a vital part in 
the dairy industry, but ho ought not to 
be the whole thing," said Mr. Rawl. 
whose address was the principal talk of 
the afternoon. There are many factors 
that come into the coat of production 
and distribution of milk, and there is 
hardly any commodity that the consum- 
«r knows as little about 

"The first consideration, to my mind 
should always be quality, and this, of 
course tends to make the prictf a little 
higher. To many people milk is milk, 
though some of it would be dear even 
if it were given away. ' ' 

Aa a parting injunction the produc- 
ers were urged to practice a more rigid 
economy by prohibitlngnecessary waste 
and to keep in their herds only good 
cowB that gave at least 6,000 pounds of 

milk a year. 

The local board decided to drop the 
word "prote'ctive" and term itself 
merely the "Milk Producers* Associa- 
tion." The membership was reported

Conrad Marble of Fox Lake was 
appealed to by two of the young men 
and declares that he will fight the saloon 
men and others to a finish. 

The men who have been employed in 
cutting ice on Pistakoe Bay have in- 
curred small bar bills with some of the 
saloon-keepers of the village of Fox 
Lake. Instead of waiting until the men 
had been paid the saloon-keepers, it Is 
charged, have brought garnishment 
proceedings against them. One man 
who owed a .bill amounting to $2 was 
bulldozed Into signing an order against 
his pay for $7.85, $5.75 being charged up 
aa costs it is charged. The Friend 
brothers of Johnsburg, are two who 
have appealed to Mr, Marble, who has 
undertaken to see that the injustice is 
righted. ' : 

Mr. Marble has taken a change of 
venue from Justice Schultz of Fox Lake 
to Justice Fitch of Of ayslakfe and the 
case will be heard there next Monday. 
Mr, Marble states that the two Friend 
brothers are minors and says that he 
will look up the law. He does not' think 
that the garnishment proceedings can 
legally be brought against minors for 
the collection of a liquor bill. He also 
states there is a question as to whether 
the Fox Lake saloon-keepers have paid 
all of their license money. 

All of tho license money for the last 
quarter amounting to 5595 for the forty 
saloons of the village haa been lumped 
in one sum and it is impossible to tell 
how much each one has paid.

City Banks Carry $57,000 of City's Un- 
. transfcrrablc Punds '■'-'.:' . 

1— With $57,000 of city money -lying 
in the three Waukegan bonks, /.from 
which the city is drawing no. interest, 
should the city now be trying to (jarter 
its $30,000 worth of bonds, for which it 
is willing to pay. 4 per cent for the IpaVi? 

2— Should not the banks step forward 
and offer to loan to the city some of 
that $57,000 especially when they would 
get4per cent from the city for use of 
its own money? ' 

3_Wouldn'.t it be the proper course, 
in view of the long use they have had 
of this money? 

The above three questions which were 
put to the Gazette and they contain a 
suggestion which, in viCNv of the city's 
financial straights, seem most timely 
and worthly^of consideration. -^ 

According to the Gazette's informant, 
the city has $57,000 in the banks in 
"untransferrablefunds," that is, funds 
which cannot be transferred to ordinary 
such as' pay rolls, etc. This money 
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Former Waukcgarj Man Ap-

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use, 

is in a checking account hence it draws 
no interest at any of the three- banks. 
However, there is always a large 
amount on hand, the banks have the 
use of tho money and the city gets 
nothing for it. 

Now, then, according to the sugges- 
tion of the informant, the city needs 
$30,000, has issued bonds therefore but 
soniething has come up which questions 
the legality of the bonds apd the city 
faces a predicament, the outcome of 
which cannot yet be fathomed. '' 

The banks, having had the use of the 
money for a long time wfthout paying 
for the same, it is held, cootfl very easily, 
if they^ would, get together and take up 
this $30,000 issue and they would not 
only be*nothing out, but they woyld. In 
a way, be getting paid 4 per cent on the 
city's own money; in other words, ^hey 
would be loaning the city $30,000 of the 
city's $57,000 and getting pay for the 
same. 

The $57,000 on hand in tfie banks is 
not likely to be greatly disturbed at any 
time, in short, about that amount, or 
even more, is always carried in the "un- 
transferrable funds,'.' hence the banks 
would, it is held, be on the safe aide of 
the question.

Sailors Are Taken Aboard Alamo of

Bound for Key West. 



Washington. — "That tiio farmer gcU 
an Inadequate return for his prod- 
ncta,'' waa the declaration of. Senator 
McCumber of North Dakota, Friday, 
while discussing the question of In- 
cr«tised foodstuff prices in the senate. 

The Benator made some atatements 
•which. -4 f they are founded on fact, 
^Bho-w that the packers, wholesalers 
' ■-■■'and retalrers of meat are making prof- 
•' ' lis "beyond the conception of the hu- 
. man mind- In their enormity. Ho used 
^hlsown knowledge, a report of Secre- 
tary Wilson and a price card of the 
icnate restaurant to prove hjs ^lou- 
lention,^ , 

"An average beef animal on a Da- 
kota ranch brings $70," ho said, "but. 
occording to the prices here," poiutlng 
to the senate restaurant bill of fare, 
"It is sold to the consumers who oat 
there for the enormous sum of $2,500, 
enough, t'o buy half a farm. And 
prices in tlio ordinary restaurant show 
that the 570 beef animal Is sold for 
?2,00D. 'The fact that the farmer gets 
but 370 shows that lie does not get the 
money, and the'effect of the bills to 
take the tariff off meat and the prod- 
ucts of the farm woiild bo to establish 
B legislative boycott agaln&t the tiller 
of the soil." ' 

The comparison of prices submitted 
by Secretary Wilson of the department 
of agriculture show enormous in- 
creases by both wholesaler and re- 
tailer— the advance being greater for 
the retailer in one product and for 
the wholesaler in another, but mostly 
the hig advance was by the whole- 
saler. Here are some samples:

Butter— Wholesale. Elgin. 29.8; 
creamery extra, 27.5; dafry, 24. G; re- 
tall, 30.G; no quality indicated.

>■' Lard— Wholesale, 63.3; retail, 38.2. 

Beef— Wholestle, fresh, 11.8; salt, 
41.9: retail, fresh. 14.9; salt, 10.6.

Bacon — Wholesale, 54.4; retail, 52.9.

The report shows that prices on 
sugar, tea, spices and soda crackers 
have been slightly reduced. 

The advances shown by the secre- 
JtWr wore for the year 1907 over the 
Vear 1S99, which was regarded as nor- 
mal. And great as those advances are, 
they have been greatly swelled by ad- 
vances since 1907. 

'. In the report of the secretary, which 
was in response to the resolution of 
Senator Crawford, he shows in a 
measure why advances by the whole- 
salers were generally greater than 
•those by retailers. The substitution 

• of poorer goods In the case he gives, 
'the report says: 

"It is not possible. In taking the re- 
= tall prices over a large area, to secure 
rrcsulta standardized with the same 

• degree of accuracy as in the case of 
'wrholesale prices. It wjia known that 
In the retail trade, as prices advance, 
substitutions are made of the same 
name but of Inferior grade. It is Im- 
possible to determine to what extent 
this process of substitution may have 
.taken place in the various articles." 



HALT IN BALLINGER CASE 



Postponement Is Made Until Feb. 17 

to Permit Secretary's Counsel 

to Make Preparations. 

Washington. — To permit the arrival 
in the city of counsel for Secretary 
Ballingcr and to allow counsel to be- 
come fQinlliar with the. case, the Bal- 
Unger-Plnchot Investigating committee 
Friday adjourned its bearings until 
February 11.. 

John J. Vertrces of Nashville. Tenn., 
and Carl Ilasch. formerly United 
States district attorney for Montana, 
have been formally selected to repre- 
sent Secretary Ballinger, Land Com- 
missioner Dennett and Field Agent 
Schwartz In the investigation. 

It developed at the brief public ses- 
sion of the committee that under date 
■of February 2, Senator Nelson, chair- 
man of the committoo. wrote to Sec- 
retary Ballinger that he had been di- 
rected by the members to suggest to 
him the importance of being represent- 
ed by counsel to pxamlne and cross- 
examine wltnesfles and to present In 
orderly fashion such evidence as 
would be material to "the other side." 



Pit Explosion Kills Eleven. 
Indiana, Pa. — Ten Hungarians and 
one American were killed by a gas 
explosion in the Ernest mine of tho 
Jefferson and Clearfield Coal Com- 
pany, near here Saturday. The ex- 
•ploalon occiir^'ed In a heading contain- 
ing 12 workmen. 



Now York. — Thanks again to tho 
wireless and the ihtomational dis- 
tress, signal, "S. O. 3." Capt. Mooro 
and:tiis crew of 4G men are safe on 
board tho Mullory liner Alamo bound 
for Key West, while their vessel, the 
steamship Kentucltj-, Is at the bottom 
of the'soa off Cape Hatteras. 

It IS another case of a disaster avert- 
ed by "nlrelesB and told to tho world 
by tho same medium. The Kentucky, 
a wooden vessel of 9G6 gross tonnage 
and 203 feet long, was bound from 
New York to the Pacific to carry pas- 
sengers between Tncomn and Alaskan 
pqrts foi the Alaska PacIQc Steamship 
Company. 

First news of the Kentucky's dis- 
tress was received at the United Wire- 
less Company's station at Capo Hat- 
teras. There the operator heard the 
"S. O. S.," quickly followed by this 
message; 

"Wo are sinking; Onr latitude is 
32.10, longitude •7C.30." 

Almost simultaneously tlio operator 
heard tho Alamo respond, to the Ken- 
tuclty's call for help, Informing Capt 
Moore that the Alamo was making all 
speed to the sinking vessel's assist- 
ance. Thereafter no message was re- 
ceived from tho Kentucky, Indicating 
that water had interfered with the 
power, putting her wireless apparatus 
out of commission. 

The navy department at Washington 
In the meantime flashed wireless mes- 
sages along the Atlantic coast, dis- 
patching the battleship Louisiana and 
two revenue cutters to the scene, but 
at five o'clock word caiuo from tho 
Alamo that she had arrived first and 
had taken off all hands In safety. This 
is the message ns received In New 
York by the United Wireless Company 
from its Capo Hatteras station; 

"Latitude 32.46, longitude 76.28. 
Steamship Alamo has Just taken Capt, 
Moore and crew of 40 men from sink- 
ing steamship Kentucky. Water had 
already reached fire room and steam- 
ship will sink before midnight. The 
Alamo is now preceding to Key West" 



BLAST KILLS SEVEN MEN 



Auto Party Blown Into Unrecogniz- 
able Mass — Some Are Tossed 
One Tiiousand Feet. 



Kelvin, Ariz. — Seven men were 
Instantly killed hi an explosion 
two miles from this place on the Ray 
Consolidated Copper Company's new 
railroad, leading from the mines to 
Phoenix and points to the east.

H, H. Lyal. formerly of Los Angeles. 

Walter Krentz, recent graduate Uni- 
versity of California. 

A. S. Bleber, civil engineer. 

J. H. Joyce, civil engineer. 

J. H. Griffin, civil engineer.

n. P. Coleman of Salt Lake. 

Workmen employed In the construc- 
tion of the new railroad had prepared 
four blasts. The four lines o^ fuso 
were lighted by William Jamison, fore- 
men of the gang, while the workmen 
wer« at dinner. 

Before the explosion of the blasts a 
railroad motor car approached and the 
occupants were warned of the danger. 
But after waiting until they had heard 
two of the expected explosions, the 
party In the motor car become impa- 
tient of the delay and moved forward. 
It Is understod that the three en- 
gineers, Bleber, Joyce and Griflln, un- 
dertook to assist tho men in the motor 
car past the danger point. Just as tho 
seven men were opposite tho place at 
which the fuse had been lighted, the 
delayed blast suddenly exploded and 
not one fo the seven was left to tell 
just what had caused thom to advance 
in the face fo such peril. 



BIG EXPRESS MERGER IS ON 



Reported That Southern Pacific Haa 

Sold Its Holdings In Wells- 

Fargo to American. 

Now York.— What is believed to 
he virtually a merger of two of the 
largest and wealthiest express com* 
ponies in the United States was re- 
vealed when the secret got^out that 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com^ 
pany had sold Its holdings of stock 
In the WellB-Fargo Express Company, 

Tho name of tho purchaser could 
not be ascertained positively, but In 
authoritative circles It was said to 
be the American Express Company. 
If that Is correct the purchaso means 
virtually a merger.

FIND MINER BLAMED FOR FIRE 



LETTERS TO WOMAN REVEAL 
CHERRY MINE FUGITIVE. 



Another Man Who "Knows Things" 

Said to be In Hiding to Hush 

Evidence. 



Cherry, 111. — Alexander Rosenjack, 
who was mainly responsible* ac- 
cording to' miners, for tho fire that 
caused tho loss of nearly 300 lives In 
the St. Paul mine last November, was 
found through letters received recent- 
ly by Mrs. Annie Stefan, at whoso 
homo he roomed before ho was hustled 
out of Cherry. 

Rosenjack Is working for a street car 
company In Cleveland, says Mrs. Sto- 
fan, and lives with his father, Martin 
Rosenjack, there. 

Robert Dean, who Is said to have 
shared responBlblllty with Rosenjack 
for tho mine fire, is said, by his sis- 
ters to have been sent to Scotland to 
prevent his giving evidence In the 
investigation on tho cause of the fire. 

Indications arc that no more bodies 
will ho removed from the mine before 
the end of this week. A large num- 
ber of men are making every effort to 
reach the dead and relieve the sus- 
pense of anxious women. 

Five bodies of men who lost their 
lives In the disaster were discovered 
in a passageway south of the air shaft, 
but before they could be removed tons 
of roek and coal foil on them. 

Stench In tho mine becomes worse 
each day, making searching conditions 
almost unbearable. The passages are 
dangerous, loose rocks slipping down 
Into the galleries unexpectedly at fre- 
quent intervals. Several of tho ex- 
plorers have been hurt. 

Tlie one body recovered from the 
mine was buried at Ladd. Although 
the miner was identified officially by 
his check number as Maestro LllrIc; 
he was turned over to relatives of 
Louis CostI, whose body they declared 
It was. No one claimed the body as 
Lllrlc's. 



FORD JURY FAILS TO AGREE

Cincinnati.— After deliberating IS 
hours, the jury In tho case of 
Mrs. Jeannotto Stewart Ford, charged 
with blackmailing Charles L. Warrincr, 
the defaulting local treasurer of the 
Big Four railroad, reported to Judge 
Swing that they were unable to arrive 
at a verdict and they wero discharged. 

The jury stood eight for acquittal 
and four for conviction. 

When the foreman made the an- 
nouncement Mrs. Ford collapsed, but 
was revived by a physician sufficiently 
to be removed to her home.

British Fleet Hurries to Greece ai 

Cretan Question Is Raised — 

Turkey Issues Warning. 

Malti.— Tlie BrIUsh battleship Dun- 
can, flagship of Rear Admiral Sir 
George Astloy Callaghan, second in 
command of the British Mediterranean 
fleet, with the cruisers Lancaster, 
ailnerva and Barham, and four tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, left hero Thurs-' 
day for Piraeus, the port of Athena, 

Constantinople. — It la stated that 
tho government has Informed tho pow- 
ers protecting Crete that It tho Cre- 
tans go to the Greek national assem- 
bly It will be regarded by tho porta 
as a casus belli. Among the many 
warlike statements current are asser- 
tions that part of the army of Eplrua 
and the Third army corps at Saloniki. 
are ready to cross the frontier and 
enter the plain of Larlsso. 

London. — Should tho Cretans at- 
tempt to send delegates to the Hel- 
lenic national assembly, convoked by 
King George, which would be consid- 
ered a serious threat to peace In tho 
near east, or In any other way disturb 
tlio status quo. international * troops 
will be landed on the Island. One of 
the conditions under which the troops 
wero withdrawn was that the Cretans 
should take no steps against the sov- 
ereignty of Turkey. The sendli^g of 
delegates to the Greek assembly would 
bo a breach of the agreement / 

Tlie danger is not considered Immi- 
nent, however, as tho national aBsem- 
bly Is not expected to meet for months 
and responsible Greeks and Cretans 
have assured the powers lat they 
will do nothing to disturb tho peace.

Act Represents Combined Work 
President and Lavi/yers of X^abl- 
net — Corporations Are 
Opposed to It. 
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WQBhlngton.— With the introduction 
of the federal Incorporation bill In the 
houac and senate Monday, President 
Taft has now before the country his 
comprehensive plana for putting into 
effective force the Roosevelt pollclea. 
With the Intoratate commerce bills 
already Introduced and tho federal In- 
corporation bill all enacted Into laws 
the president believes there will be at 
hand adequate facilities for regulating 
the corporations, not only In the pub- 
lic Interests but for the legitimate 
benefit of tho corporations themselves. 
It 1b not the Intention of the presi- 
dent at this time to press tho federal 
Incorporation bUl to passage. This bill 
simply outlines his plans and rounds 
out his scheme for corporation con- 
trol. But as It Is not one of the meas- 
iies pledged In tho Republican nation- 
al platform he will not make It a part 
of his legislative program at this time, 
though he will not be averse to the 
passage of the law at tlie present ses- 
sion of .congress If that can be brought 
about. Before the expiration of his 
term, however, he will do hlButmoflt 
to h^ve tije federal incorporation bill 
placed on the statute books. At pres- 
ent ho feels that he has taken a for- 
ward step in placing the bill before 
congress and the country, and. what 
ever opinion may be expressed about 
It now, the president believes that as 
the bill la atudled its provlalonB will 
appeal to the people. 

In tho Bhnpe It was Introduced It 
representa the combined work of the 
president, as well as of Attorney Gen- 
eral Wlckersham, Secretaries Knox, 
Dickinson, Nagel and the other law- 
yera of the cabinet. These eminent 
legal minds have brought to bear all 
of the legal learning that they possess 
lawmaking it supreme court proof, and 
it Is understood that the president 
and the ofilclal advisors feel that there 
1b hut onepoint upon which It may bo 
attacked, and that Is as to Its constl- 
tutlonallty. The bill takes all such 
corporations as avail themselves of 
the right of a federal charter out of 
the Jurisdiction of tho Indlvdual states 
and makes them amenable to federal 
law alone. In the matter of taxation, 
the corporations will still be subject to 
state law, but there Is In the presi- 
dent's mind the thought that In the 
event of the passage Of the bill con- 
gress will make some such provision 
with regard to the corporations and 
the SGi^arate states as la embraced In 
the national banking laws, whereby 
there can be no greater taxation than 
that to which private property Is sub- 
jected. 

Kven on this point of constitution- 
ality the president believes that the 
supreme court will eventually uphold 
the law. 

It Is learned tbat the president hna 
already hoard from the corporations 
on the subject of the bill. They aro 
opposed to It. Definite information to 
this effect bas been convoyed to tho 
president by George W. Perkins, partp 
ner of J. P. Morgan, and Frank Van- 
derllp, president of the National City 
hank. 

I'lt docs not relieve us from tho bur- 
dens of the Sherman anti-trust law," 
Is tho plaint of the corporations. 

But as It was not the purpose of 
the president, in formnlntlng the pro- 
posed law. to lesaen 1 ^ny way tho 
rigors of the Sherman i-ntl-tnist law, 
he Ib not Impressed by this plea. At 
the same time, the president believes 
that even the corporations will eventu- 
ally come around to an altitude In 
favor of the measure.

New Economic Problem 

The announcement of the disco^-eiy of 
36,000,000 eggs in a cold storage ware- 
house in New Jersey, where they are 
said to have been placed lost March, is 
the most striking object-lesson the 
country has had thus far in the economic 
revolution that has taken plaqe since 
the invention of cold storage. 

The storage of such enormous quanti- 
ties of food productft not only inflates the 
price to tlie consumer, but other revela- 
tions made within the week show that 
they may become a dead loss. It is 
stated that speculators in storage eggs 
in New York have lost between $1,000,- 
000 and $2,000,000 on eggs placed in 
storage last summer, which glutted the 
stale egg market when released this 
winter. Thus the consumer was de- 
prived of the opportunity to bily the 
eggs to any advantage when they were

"Run-Down" Farms 



President Brown, of the New York 
Central railroad, is entering into an ex- 
periment in agriculture which will 
;T arouse nluch interest. The railroad 
company, following Mr. frown's initia- 
tive, will purchase and operate three 
so-called "run-down" farms in the state 
and give an object lession in what may 
be' accomplished on such farms by proper 
scientiflc culture and the application of 
approved modern methods. One of 
these farms, situated near West Bergen 
in the vicinity of Rochester, haa olready 
^been purchased, and agents of the com- 
' pany are locating another in the Mo- 
hawk valley, and still another on the 
western slope of the 
tains. 

It is made plain that the motive of 
the railway people is by no means al- 
truistic. It is considered good business 
policy to rehibilitate the farms along 
. the right of way of a railroad. The 
prosperity of a farmer means business 
' for the railroad. Furthermore, such 
' investments are in themselves paying j °f 
propositions, as it has been definitely 
shown that farms which have come to 



The storage of food products has 
reached such enormous proportions that 
in the hands of unscrupulous men in 
possesses dangerous possibilities as an 
engine of extortion. Investigations 
made since the agitation against high 
prices began show that cold storage has 
become an inviting field for speculators, 
who are not satisfied to carry the sur- 
plus of a product from one season to 
another, but undertake the promotion of 
"corners," for the inflation of prices. 

The evil has another serious phase. 
Food cannot be kept indefinitely in cold 
storage without deteriorating in quality. 
Dr. Wiley has testified that he would as 
soon eat adulterated food as food grown 
old in cold storage. The loss of nutri- 
tive properties must therefore be added 
to the loss of money which the consumer 
sustains when food is kept month after 
month in storage for the purpose of ma- 
nipulating the market. 

These abuses of the legitimate cold- 
storage business can have but one re- 
sult — regulation by the state in one form 
orj another. As a matter of fact, sug- 
gestions are already being made that 
cold-storage plants should be placed 
under the same strict supervision as 
public-service corporations.

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OR several years past 
each succeeding session 
of congress 1ms lioard 
more or less discusBlou 
aa to the form to' be 
lakon by the great na- 
tional raoniorlal toAbru- 
liam Lincoln, it lias been virtually de- 
cided that some tcBtiuionlal fittingly 
Indicating the nation's gratitude to the 
martyr president mustibe provided as 
Boon as the- Ideal form can bo deter- 
inlncd. Various suggestions bavo been 
made, those which have found great- 
eat favor Including the proposal for a 
Dingnincunt marble memorial temple 
on the banks of the Potomac river at 
^Washington and the Buggestlon for a 
splendid itiemorlali highway or boule- 
vard from the national capital to the 
battlenold of Gettysburg. 

Whatever be tlio form decided upon 
for the main memorial,* however, it la 
practically certain that it will havo as 
a supplementary project the acquisi- 
tion by the national government' ot 
wliat Is known as the Lincoln Memori- 
al raUBeum at Washington, writes 
Waldon Fawcott. For some years past 
the government has been the owner 
of the plain, unpretentloua brick 
house, acrbaa the street from Ford's 
thoator to which the wounded presi- 
dent was carried after he had been 
struck down by Booth and where ho 
lay during the hours that bis llfowna 
ebbing away. However, the govern- 
ment does not, own the wondorXul col- 
lection of Lincoln rellca that flUa every 
nook and corner of this building— tho 
most remarkable collection of the 
kind ever gathered as representative 
of any American hero. 

This collection, which Includes prac- 
tically everything IdonilOed with Lin- 
coln's personal history which has been 
possible of preservation, la the prop- 
erty ot a private individual, Mr. O.H. 
Oldroyd, a veteran of tho clvU war, 
who boa always b(ien an admirer of 
Lincoln and who has made tho gather- 
ing ot this coUectlon his life work. 
Originally, the collection was kept in 
the-Llncoln homestead at Sprlnglield, 
III.,, but later woa removed to Wash- 
ington and when congross," something 
more than a dozen yenra ago, pur- 
' chased (or $30,000 the house where 
Lincoln died, Mr. Oldroyd was allowed 
the. use* of" the building as a depository 
for his remarkable collection. 

The owner of these Lincoln rellca 
has repeatedly had offers of almost 
fabulous Buma from private collectors 
and Instltutlona for hla treasures, but 
■with a patriotism^ worthy ot tlio cause 
ho stuck to hla dbtormlnatlon to Iteop 
the collection Intact in the hope that 
In time It woiild.tako Its rightful place 
n^ the property' of tho nation. Now 
congTOSB nppears to bo inclined to take 
tho, long deferred action In the matter. 
A bill has been Introduced which pro- 
vides for the appropriation of the sum 
of JIBO.OOO, or so much ot that sum 
ofl^may bo necessary', for tho purchase 
of; tho ..entire Oldroyd collection of 
3;ci00 Lincoln relics and the Improve- 
•ment' of the 'property; of thojLlncoln 
MoraoriaV muBeum. .This improvement 
doea not contemplate any material 



change in the appearance of the his- 
toric houfi(^ where Lincoln died. 
Rather does It . contemplate the ac- 
quisition of tho premiacB on cither 
side ot it and the tearing down of tho 
houses which now hedge closely on 
the Lincoln house on either side. This 
purchase of property will enable the 
beautifying of the grounds and tho 
provision of a small park surrounding 
tho htatoric house. More important. 
It will enable tho property to be 
made reasonably fireproof, and, finally. 
It will afford a site for an addltlan. 
to tho houBo which can be used us a 
Bhcller for additional relics aa Se- 
cured, 

Tho Lincoln Memorial museum in- 
cludes not only relics proper, but a 
splendid collection of Lincoln por- 
traits comprising more than 300 Uke- 
ncBaea and a library ot more than 
1,000. volumes relative to Lincoln. 
Some idea of the immense value of 
the relics in this museum may be 
formed from the fact that .thesu me- 
mentoes include an original black lo- 
cust rail split by Lincoln In 1830; tho 
ofnco chair used by Lincoln in his law 
ofllco at Springfield when ho was 
elected president; the Inat cook atovo 
used by Jlrs. Lincoln In Uio home- 
stead at Sprlngnold; the I-1ncoln 
family Bible, and the family cradle In 
which all the Lincoln children wero 
rocked. 

The most Interesting portion of the 
Lincoln museum Is that embraced In 
the room where Lincoln died. This 
room Is preserved na It was at ' tho 
time of tils death except that the bea 
and otjtior furniture has been removed 
and tlie room converted Into a gallery 
of pictures bearing upon Lincoln's 
life. Inclosed in a glass case ore let- 
ters and cards of Abraham Lincoln 
and other souvenirs. One of tho most 
IntcroBtlng objects which haa been 
dlBpinyetl at the museum Is the flog 
which draped the theater box In which 
Lincoln sat the night he was shot. 
The rent in the flog made by the as- 
saBBln's spur la plainly seon, and 
near by Is displayed the spur which 
Booth .wore on that occasion and 
which, catching In tho foldB of the 
flag, caused him to fall and break his 
legr— a circumstance that doubtless 
did much to prevent his escape.

Old and New 




jTKB many another of our, 
^ ChrlatiBn customs and ob- 

1^ fioryances, our ''Festival 
"^■^ of Lovo.t' which we colo^ 
brate on February 14. orlg- 
indlly was n heathen fea- 
tlvnl. -Long boforo the 
Christian era the Romans 
celebrated the feast of the 
Luporcoila— rtho Joint fes- 
tival of Juno and Pan — on. 
February 15 each y^ar. 
Fan was a rustic god, 
formed In similitude of nature, whence 
ho waa called Pan, which means "all." 
It was feigned by the poeta that ho 
Btriigglod with l^ovo and was con- 
quered by him and it became prover- 
bial that "Lover conquers all, Omnia 
Vlnclt Amor." Juno was tho goddess 
of- marriage, tho "yoker" of youths 
and maidens. In the year of our Lord 
A. D. 496 Roman youths and maidens 
Ettlll wore celebrating the Lupercalla, 
at which the names of young women 
wero ,caat into an urn and drawn by 
blindfolded men. The maid thus 
drawn waa the young man's "Valen- 
tino" and tho association rcsultlrfg 
from this drawing of lots usually last- 
ed for a year. The festlvol ended In 
an, extravagant feast, and,. quite often, 
In scandalous orgies. This sort of 
thing became offensive to the church 
and Pope Gelaslus ordered a change. 
Now, It so happened that one of the 
moat austere saints Intho Christian 
calendar, good Bishop St. Valentino, 
had been put to death, during the ClaU' 
Slan persecution, on February 14, 
A. D. 270, for the simple miracle of 
opening the blind eyoe of his Jailer's 
dauEh"ter. Accordingly the day of the 
festival was changed to Fobruoiy 14 
and tho name of the good bishop sub- 
stituted for tho old one. The names 
of saints were substituted for those 
of maidens In the public drawings and 
eiiob youth was enjoined to Imitate 
tho virtues of the saint whoso namo 
ho drew. 

How long tho ChrlBtlan youth "stood 
for" this we have no means of know- 
ing but, St Valentino's name stuck to 
tho day honceforward. It seems, how- 
over, that in the sixteenth century. In 
France, the boys wore' chooaing girls' 
names and the^^Irla, boys' nomoa, co 
that each had two valentines; and 
again we find- the church Interfering.- 
This time It Was the Bishop Bt Fran- 
cis de Bales who endeavored to' bujih 



press this survival of Paganism by 
the same old device which Pope Gela* 
aluB had tried. But good St. Francis 
reckoned with due conaldcrntlon for 
human nature, the' spring of youth and 
love making, which after all exists in 
Christian youth as well aa pagan. And 
BO the young people triumphed over 
this saint and returned by degrees to 
tlielr heathenish practices and cava- 
lier and lady^lsy lot, exchanged smllos 
and silken favors. Balls and fotes 
Were given In honor of tho festal day 
and In some places the tender bond 
endured for a year, according to the 
old Roman custom. 

Even St. Valentine's day is power- 
less to Interrupt the reign of the pic- 
ture postcard and among the prettiest 
and. the most popular of the valeutlnea 
to he sent out this year are those 
which bear picture or sentiment or 
both on the reverse side of a postal. 
The effect of nature study in the 
schools Is also roflectod In the valen- 
tines and children are especially fond 
of the designs in which birds are con- 
spicuous. Jolly little Teddy bears con- 
tinue strong favorites and Bre'r Rab- 
bit grotesquely beseeches: 

On bended knees, !■ has you, honey. 
Lot. mo,, lot mo bo your bunny. 

it behooves tlio man, woman or 
child who expects to send ,out love 
raossages this February 14 to do tho 
shopping at once, for the "valentine 
trade Is not only heavier this year 
than ever before, but it began earlier, 
the middle of January seeing pur- 
chases made, while at the more popu- 
lar book shops orders were placed be- 
fore the stock arrived. Foreslghted 
hbatesacs, making plana for valetitlno 
parties, made purchases by the dozen, 
and the result has been that many of 
the novelties have been 'snapped up 
before thoy were unpacked. The va- 
riety remaining is a large one, how- 
ever, for the trade proves to be one 
of extremes, and, while the postals 
are the prime favorites, at least 40 
per cent. of. the business Is attracted 
to the large, hand-pnlntod valentines 
of lace paper, celluloid and satin.

Daintiest of all tho valentines, 
though among tho most Inexpensive, 
are the shape cards, quaint little sun- 
bonnot babies (ind pretty Dutch girls 
being especially fetching. The Dutch 
girls resemble water carriers, but' 
their jugs are flUed with bloeaoms and 
In the folds, of their full sklrta, ore 
Buch sentiments aa "hot but mo, I lof 
but ; ze*," or "This dainty tnaMen; 
brings to tliee the love which ybt^'iro" 
insnlred In.me." 



London. — When Sir John Fisher re- 
tired from the olllce of Qrst sea lord 
of the British navy and was succeeded 
by Admiral Sir Arthur Knyvet Wilaon, 
January 2^, the public of England felt 
not only that the direction of the 
greatest sea navy In the world con- 
tinued In able hands; but It probably 
also heaved a great sigh of relief at 
the end of the controversies which 
have attended the administration of 
"Jackey" Fisher. For tho retiring Qrat 
sea lord has had a feud .of the first 
magnitude with Lord. Charles Beres- 
iford, and the navy's discipline has suf- 
fered In consequence. 

Admiral Sir Arthur Knyvet Wilson 
does not engage In feuds. r Known as 
"tho silent admiral" and as "England's 
beat sailor," he Is exceedingly popular 
in the navy, although a hard disciplin- 
arian, because of hip' recognized abili- 
ty. Of all the admirals In the world, 
he Is considered by the British author- 
ities the ablest expert on gunnery, 
strategy anr tactics, and has Invented 
a number of devices of value to naval 
vessels. 

For more than half a century the 
coming first sea lord has been In ac- 
tive service. As a midshipman 12 
years ola" he first heard the thundering 
broadsides of a navalbattle in the Cri- 
mean war, off Sebostopbl. In 1854 he 
took part In the storming of the Taku 
forts In China. In 1882 ho served In 
the Sudan campafgn, where he won 
that simple decoration of bronze with 
Its slgnlflcant legend, "For Valor" — the 
Victoria cross — which is bestowed only 
for conspicuous acts of bravery In the 
presence of the enemy,- and Is more 
highly prized than any other reward 
that can come to tho British soldier 
or sailor. Moreover, he earned It by 
an act that doubtless endeared him to 
even; Englishman — by fighting the en- 
emy with his data, 

It was at the battle of El Teb, on 
the Red Sea coast, that Capt. Wilaon, 
as he then was, sprang Into the gap 
when'a horde of derrlshes broke a cor- 
ner of a British square, and, single- 
handed, checked their fierce rush until 
some men from the York and Lancas- 
ter regiments rushed to his assistance. 
But suddenly, as he thrust fiercely 







with his sword, the weapon snapped, 
breaking off squarely, almost at the 
hllL Then the natural weapons of the 
English captain came Into play. He 
let out with his fists, right and loft, 
bowling the "fuzzle-wuzziea" over like 
nine pins, and, marvelous to relate, es- 
caping with only a few trifling wounds 
when rescued a few minutes later by 
soldiers and sailors. Had anything 
been lacking to make Capt. Wilson 
popular with his men this Incident 
would have supplied It, and his brother 
offlcers showed their appreciation of 
his act by- presenting him with a su- 
perb noA/ sword, while from Queen 
Victoria pame the coveted cross of 
bronze. 

Sir Arthur was mado a. knight com- 
mander of the Bath la 1902, and three 
years later ho was made a knight of 
tho Grand Cross, Royal- Victorian Or- 
der, first class. In 1006 he received 
still further distinction In the Qrand 
Order of the Bath, military order. 

The list of his successive otncea la 
long. He became captain In 1880, rear 
admiral In 1895, vice-admiral In 1901, 
was aid dn camp to the queen from 
1892 to 1896, lord commissioner of the 
admiralty and comptroller of tho navy 
from 1897 to 1901^ commander of the 
channel squadron from 1901 to 1903, 
commandor-ln-chtef of tbe homo and 
channel fleets from 1903 to 1907 and 
admiral of the fleet In 1907. 

"The king added three super-Dread* 
noughts to the navy to-day »" aald one 
enthusiastic admirer ot Sir Arthur 
when til ribws that tho admiral would 
succeed Sir John Fisher was • an- 
nounced. This remark tells tlio" feeling 
of the now first sen lord's Intimates, 
and the public of Britain has received 
the news of hla appointment with 
great satlafnctlon.
